1. USDA/SRS CROP REPORT ISSUED NOVEMBER 10 REFLECTING SITUATION 
AS OF NOVEMBER 1 FORECASTS 1975 U.S. COTTON PRODUCTION AT 9.0 
MILLION BALES, DOWN 22 PERCENT FROM 1974 AND ONLY SLIGHTLY BELOW 
OCTOBER 1 FORECAST. NEW ESTIMATE CONSISTS OF 8.969 MILLION UPLAND 
AND 65,300 AMERICAN-PIMA. UNCHANGED 1975 HARVESTED ACREAGE ESTIMATE 
OF 9.3 MILLION ACRES, 26 PERCENT BELOW 1974. AVERAGE LINT YIELD 
FORECAST AT 466 POUNDS PER ACRE. DOWN JUST 1 POUND FROM OCTOBER FORE- 
CAST, BUT 24 POUNDS ABOVE 1974. 

2. HARVEST BEGINNING IN WEST TEXAS AND OKLAHOMA, AND VIRTUALLY 
COMPLETE IN EAST AND SOUTH TEXAS. BOTH STATES EXPECT 3 MILLION BALE 
CROP, DOWN 100,000 DROM OCTOBER BUT 10 PERCENT ABOVE 1974. WEATHER 
GENERALLY FAVORABEL BUT WEST TEXAS GROWERS STILL WAITING FOR KILLING 
FROST BEFORE BEGINNING HARVEST. HARVEST MADE GOOD PROGRESS IN DELTA 
IN EXCELLENT WEATHER, AND FORECAST RAISED BY 100,000 BALES TO 2.6 
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MILLION. 27 PERCENT BELOW LAST SEASON. (HEAVY RAINS REPORTED DELTA 
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WEEKEND NOVEMBER 5.) IN SOUTHEAST STATES FORECAST ABOUT UNCHANGED 
AT 735,000 BALES, DOWN 45 PERCENT. HARVEST BEHIND SCHEDULE EXCEPT 
IN SOUTH CAROLINA. WESTERN CROP IN CALIFORNIA, ARIZONA, AND NEW 
MEXICO AGAIN UNCHANGED AT 2.6 MILLION BALES, 31 PERCENT BELOW 1974. 
GINS RUNNING BEHIND RAPID HARVEST IN SOUTHERN SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY 
AND CONSIDERABLE COTTON BEING RICKED IN FIELDS. 

3. TOTAL U.S. SUPPLY NOW ESTIMATED AT 14.8 MILLION BALES, DOWN 
100,000 FROM OCTOBEG. DISAPPEARANCE NOW FORECAST AT 10.3 - 1 1.3 
MILLION. CONTINUED GOOD DOMESTIC DEMAND PROMPTED UPWARD REVISION 
INFORECAST DOMESTIC USE TO 6.8 - 7.3 MILLION BALES. EXPORT FORE- 
CAST REMAINS UNCHANGED AT 3.5 - 4.0 MILLION BALES. UNACCOUNTED 
ESTIMATED AT 100,000 BALES. ENDING STOCKS NOW FORECAST AT 3.6 - 

4.6 MILLIONBALES.
